Peterfourg, May 17 —Several alarming ae- 
counts bave been received in th.s town, Of a very 
dangerous infurre€tion among ihe negroes, on the 
Ealtern fhere of Virginia; the particalars of 
which we have not been able to obtain: Reports 
ftate, that about two weeks ago, the negroes in 
that part of the ftate, to the amountof abuut goo, 
affembled in different parties, armed with muf- 
kets, fpears, clubs, &c. asd committed feveral 
outrages upon the inhabuants. A favorite fervant 
of Colonel Savage, who had joined them, met 
his matter on the road, took his horfe aod fome 
money from him, and treated him ia a very info- 
manner.—Caleb, a wegro, the property of Mr. 
Simpkins, was to command this banditti ; he was 
alfo a favorite fervant of his mafler, and had jong 
lived with him in the capacity of an overfeer. A 
barrel of mofket bails, about joo {pears, fome 
fome guns, powder, provifions, &c. have already 
been difcovered and taken; the {pears, it is faid, 
were made by a negro blackimith om the Ealtern 
fhore. A confiderable number of negroes have 
been taken, and it is expeéted will be hanged. 
The militia have termed out, and are ebliged to 
keep conftant guard. 

It appears, by a letter which has been lately 
diicovered in Norfolk, from one of the negroes 
on the Eaftern fhore, that they had concerted a 
plan with the negroes about Norfolk and Portf- 
mouth, to commit jome viclens outrages in and 








| about thofe two towns.—The letter flates, tha¢ 


6oo of them were io crols over the bay, at a cer- 
tain time in the night, and when they arriveo at 
thele towns, they were to be joined by the neproes 
in that neighbourhood— They thea meant w blow 
up the magazine at Norfolk, and mailacree the 
inhabitants, 

Since the difcovery of this letter, a guard of 
itty men, in each of the towns of Norioik and 
Portimouth, has been regularly kept up: feveral 
negroes have been taken up on fufpicion, and 
lodged in gaol, and a number of guns have been 
difcovered concealed under hovies and other jecret 
places, all loaded, moft of which were Englith 
mufkets.with fixed bayonets. It is hoped that a 
timely check will be given to this alarming out- 
rage. 

The prefent unguarded fituation of our country 
renders the above circumitance more particularly 
interciting, and itis hoped will be a means of ury - 
ing our rulers to make fome {peedy and effeduel 
provifion for arming and organizing the militia, 
which for three years paft has been molt thame- 
fully neglected and has left us almoit defuute of 
every meas of defeace.
